The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.

MR. 8. KENT RIDER ceme e fore the Council in the interest of the dedi-
dation of the land out on Wilshire Boulevard and Airport Boulevard for park pur-
poses, stating petitions had been filed some six months ago requesting this ac-
tion. It was Btated part of this land was to be filled in, arnd perhaps a storm
gewer built through the area; and then a topographical map could be drawn and
donsideration given to the &irport zoning, and other detalls worked out to see
Jus ¢t what part would be suitable to be dedicated as a park. The Dirsctor of
Recreation was asked to make & study of this trect and make a recommendation m
the part that would be best suited for a park.

MR, P. K. ODIORNE invited the Oouncil to participate in the FISH FRY
at the LONGHORN WAFFLE SHOP Friday, PFebruery 10, 1950, to help put over the
March of Dimes drive, He asked that the Council plan to be there at various
hours, The Council stated they were planning to be present. MR, ODIORNE also
requested permission to use tables on the sidewalk and to have free parking
space. This request could not be granted, as the ordinances prohibited the Counyil
from giving such permission.
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MR, J. C, BAIR came before the Council to report the oepn sewer ditch
in Waller Creek and East 32nd Street. It was stated the sewer would be completeﬁ
in July of this year, and the Director of Public Works stated that Department
would check to see if there was an overflow and correct it. MR, BAIR asked that
the area be sprayed also,

MR, PAUL PFEIFER sppeared before the Council outlining the program of
the opening of Hancock Recreation Center, esponsored by the North Austin Civie
Club. The date of the opening was set at February 24th, and the Council was
urged to be present at this opening. The Mayor expressed appreéiation to the
Club for promoting this program,

MR, THEODOEE GEORGE STATHOS, 490U} Caswell, appeared before the Council
in an appeal of his application to drive a taxi-cab. After a lengthy siudy of
his application Councilman Johnson moved that the Council grant him a 90-day
probation permit, instructing him to report to the Chief of Police every two
weeks.

(1). That the Contractor shall construct a U-foot walkway within the outer
boundarles of the above described working spsce such walkway to be protected on
each side by & gnard reil at least L4 feet high and substantially braced and an-
chored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along the pavement
within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City officials it be-
comes necessary for eny reason to install s board floor within the walkway, the
Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately place such
a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construet in his working space a
substantiel gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and et
all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shell maintain a person at this
gate to worn pedestrians and vehleles of approaching trucks. This gate 1s not to
open out =0 as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic. '

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading materisl at the worklng space
shall park on sny part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(4). That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5). "That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work office
within suech allotted working space, provided such work office is not within 25
feet of any corner street intersection,

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct amy fire plugs or other
putlic utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters
in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done dve to
obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway,
barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and provide
lighting system for all tunnels.
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(9). That the Contractor.shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewslk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to bYe determined by the City Mansger, and in eny event all such sidewalk,
barricades, meterials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than May 1, 1950. ‘

(10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of addi-
ticnal barriers or safegnards if the conditions demand it.

(11). *nat the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not be
exclusive as zgeinst public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of gzaid spece any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or public or private property, distmrbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of

the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor|
City forces, or public utitlities, shall he replaced or repalred at the Contrac-
tor's expense. )

(12). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond id
the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($%5,000.00), which shall protect, indemnify and
hold harmless the City of Austin from any clsims or damages to any person or
property that may accrue to or be bronght by any person by reason of the exercils
or sbuse of the privileges gramed the Contractor by the City of Austin and shall
guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all other public prop-
orty and public utilities disturbed or removed during the construction work and
further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the
occupancy of the space.

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Jack Stableford Pontiac
Company through thelr Agent, Jack H. Stableford, for permission to operate s
privete gasoline plant conslsting of a 550 gellon underground tenk and pump for

ME. EARDY HOLLERS, Attorney, Missouri Pacific Lines, and MR. J. S,
ANDERSON, Assistent Director of Industrial Development, appeared before the _
Council regarding the purchase of part of the Clty's right-of-way from the Com-
pany's main line to a point east of Highway €1, and the release of the United
States of America from obligstions conmected with these three tracts, The City
Manager explained this trensaction stating 1t involved the City, the Railroad an
the Government, snd that this was the final agreement, and service to Bergstrom
Field would continue as in the pasti that the City would be reimbursed for what
1t paid for the right of way. He submitted the following letter from MR, C. C,
LUCKEL, Director of Industrisl Development, Missourl Pacific Lines, under date
of February 8, 19%0. .
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"This refers to our several conferences during the past two
yeerse with you, Mr, C'Quinn, and other city officiels in regard
to our purchase from the United States of America of the most
westerly 8,313 feet of the Bergstrom Field spur iract snd right of way.

"0ur negotiations with the Government have been completed ex-
cept for the actual passing of the deed, the form of which has now
beer submitted to us for spproval and the full consideration having
been heretofore paid to the Governmment, The final conclusion of this
matter will be accomplished upon the execution of (1) the attached
Release from the City of Austin to the United States of America, and
(2) Quitcleim Deed from the City of Austin to Guy A, Thompson,

Trust ee, International-Great Northera Railroad Company, Debtor, for
the right of way involwved.

"In consideration for the execution of the Release and Quitclaim
Deed, the Rallroai agreed to reimburse the City of Austin for the
money peid by the City for the right of way occupied by thia tract
in the amount of $3,360.00, and the further consideration that the
Reilrosd would satisfy and cemse to be dismissed the pernding sappesl
of the Woodward Mamifacturing Company from the award in condemnation
proceedings relating to one of the parcels of right of way involved.,
Payment in the amount nemed will be made immediately,

"We will appreciste your presenting these two instruments for ap-
